Continuation of 5. does NOT place the application in condition for allowance because: The Rule 1.116 amendment has not been 
entered (see above) and as such, applicant's arguments as to how the amended claims have overcome the rejections under 35 USC 112, 
first paragraph (enablement and written description) and under 35 USC 101 are not applicable. 

Acknowledgement is made of applicant's remarks at page 9 of the response of 22 March 2004 where it is asserted that the metes and 
bounds of "large molecular complexes" would have been construed by those of skill in the art as being "proteins or DNA complexes." 
This argument has been fully considered and has not been found persuasive as the definition provided in the specification is not closed, 
but rather, is only exemplary. Accordingly, the metes and bounds are not defined by the specification. Therefore, and in the absence of 
convincing evidence to the contrary, the rejection is maintained. . 
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
